Marshall, Rice, SMU, TCU, UCF and Tulsa. Take your time. It’s not exactly 
easy, is it? 

The landscape of college is dramatically changing once again. 

‘Ten years ago, as the Southwest Conference was going away, the Big East was just 
beginning football and Conference USA wasn't even a twinkle in anyone's eye, most 
experts thought the next domino — perhaps the only domino of significance — left 
to fall was Notre Dame joining a conference, presumably the Big Ten. 

Well, Notre Dame is still an Independent, but some pretty big dominos have 
fallen, shaking up the college football landscape. 

The latest to fall of course are Miami, Virginia Tech and Boston College. Those 
heavy-hitters have fallen out of the Big East and into the ACC. Suddenly the 
Miami-Florida State football game in September rivals Duke-North Carolina bas- 
ketball as the biggest sporting event in the ACC. So there's little question that the 
competition in the ACC will be one of the most watched stories of the season. The 
burning question in the Carolinas may be, “Will we ever see the top of the confer- 
ence again?” Recent history would suggest that the ACC champion’s trophy may 
not leave the state of Florida for quite a while. 

Perhaps in another ten years or so, we'll see more changes in conference affil 
tion. Perhaps it will happen even sooner. We kickoff the magazine with a few 
thoughts from Mark Schlabach on this subject in Extra Points on page 12. 

But there will be much more to enjoy this season than what happens on the 
Coast. Like the minor matter of selecting a national champion, maybe? Can we 
have a true champion in 2004? I hope so. I can’t think of any more deserving teams 
than USC and LSU last season. But why couldn't they have played each other and 
settled the split decision on the field?

The ACC is bigger and richer. Is it much better? 


College football will never look the same. 
Miami and Virginia Tech are leaving the Big East 
for the ACC, and after Boston College follows 
the same exodus in 2005, the ACC will become 
the latest 12-team mega-conference, 
complete with a league champi- 
onship game, $40 million television 
contract and guaranteed spot among 
the sport’s power brokers. 

“Because of expansion, the con- | 
ference may well be stronger than 
at any point in its history,” ACC 
commissioner John Swofford says. 

Never mind that college football 
never looked so bad along the way to 
ACC expansion, Before losing three 
schools to the ACC, Big East com- 
missioner Mike Tranghese did more 
whining than Mike Krzyzewski. 
i s governor, attorney general 
nator all strong-armed 
the ACC into taking the Hokies, so 
Swofford and his league left Syracuse at its door 
in a prom dress but with no date. 

The immediate results of ACC expansion 
are three fractured conferences — the Big East, 
Conference USA and Western Athletic 
Conference. The Big East and Conference 
USA are so depleted that neither figures to be a 
factor in the Bowl Championship Series any- 
time soon, although the Big East will keep its 
automatic BCS spot through at least 2010. The 
future of football in Storrs, Conn., and New 
Brunswick, N.J., never seemed so bright. 

The ACC's raid created a domino effect 
across the rest of college football. The Big East 
took five Conference USA schools, only three 
of which play football (and only one, 
Louisville, that plays very good football), and 
Conference USA in return added six schools 
from the MAC and WAC. 

The Big Ten (or 11) likely won't stand pat, 
with Pittsburgh and Syracuse sitting out there 
for plucking. The Pac-10 already is talking 
expansion with Fresno State, San Diego State, 
Utah and possibly Brigham Young on its radar. 
And what about Notre Dame? The Big East 
seems like a logical destination, but with Boston 
College, Miami and Virginia Tech leaving, that 
is not the most desirable move for the Irish. 

The latest college football upheaval leaves the 
sport with three super powers: the ACC, Big 12, 
and SEC. The ACC doesn't have the depth of the 
Big 12 or the rivalries and tradition of the SEC. 

So even after all the haggling and arm-twist-

ing that came with expansion, the ACC is right 
where it was before all of this started — staring 
up at the Big 12 and SEC. 

By adding Miami, the ACC has gone from a 


title every season save one. 

Miami will now challenge the Seminoles, 
but none of the other ACC schools are ready to 
do so on an annual basis. Virginia Tech hasn't 


been a national power since 
Michael Vick left, and Boston 
College was a middle-of-the-road 
team in a conference weaker than 
the ACC, 

Duke, North Carolina and Wake 
Forest still view football as an expen- 
sive nuisance until basketball season 
arrives. The occasional individual 
successes of Clemson, Georgia Tech, 
Maryland and North Carolina State 
notwithstanding, Florida State and 
Miami are the only ACC teams that 
can be taken seriously as national 
title contenders. 

So while the ACC now stretches 
from South Beach to New England,

have improved the last few seasons, they still 
have a long way to go to match the prolonged 
excellence attained by the Canes and Noles.

The ACC can't stage a championship game 
until Boston College joins the league in 2005 
because NCAA rules require at least 12 teams 
for a conference to be split into two divisions. 
Instead, the ACC champion will be crowned 
when the Seminoles and Hurricanes play in 
Miami in the Sept. 6 opener.

Holtz:

Lou Holtz, South Carolina 


Just two years ago, Holtz had taken the Gamecocks to unprecedented heights — consec- 
utive winning seasons and back-to-back appearances in the Outback Bowl. But there hasn't 
been much to crow about in Columbia since then. South Carolina has suffered consecutive 
5-7 seasons, and the lasting memory of 2003 was a 63-17 drubbing from rival Clemson, the 
worst loss in Williams-Brice Stadium history. Holtz fired five assistant coaches and relieved 
his son, Skip, of the play-calling duties. 


John Bunting, North Carolina 

Basketball coach Roy Williams’ arrival in Chapel Hill might have spelled doom for 
Bunting. Now that the Carolina brass has its basketball program back on track, the admin- 
istration can turn its attention to the school’s football problem. Bunting is a former Tar Heel 
player and is well-liked by players and alumni. But a 1324 record in three seasons, includ- 
ing 7-17 in the ACC, doesn’t cut it, even at a basketball school like North Carolina. 


Mack Brown, Texas 

Texas fans are preparing for another Brown-out in Austin this season. The Longhorns are 
again ranked in the top 10 nationally in most preseason polls, and Brown signed yet another 
highly regarded recruiting class. But Texas fans expect to be let down once again. There is 
hope, however. If former Arizona coach Dick Tomey and Kansas City Chiefs defensive coor- 
dinator Greg Robinson can help Brown shore up his team’s defense, the Longhorns could 
contend with Oklahoma and possibly end the title drought. 


Ron Turner, Illinois 

In 2001, Turner led the Illini to the school’s first outright Big Ten championship since 
1983. But Illinois has gone 6-18 the past two seasons, including a woeful 1-11 record in 
2003. Turner fired his defensive coordinator, Mike Cassity, after the Illini allowed a school- 
record 398 points last season. If the defense doesn't improve, Turner will be looking for new 
a job, too.

These rising seniors passed up possible million-dol- 
lar paychecks to return to school for one more season: 


David Pollack, Georgia 

The two-time All-America defensive end flirted with 
the NFL Draft longer than most underclassmen but 
decided to return to school and anchor what should be 
one of the nation’s stingiest defenses. 


Cedric Benson, Texas 

Benson is the only player in the nation who has 
rushed for 1,000 yards in each of the past three sea- 
sons. He has tremendous vision and balance and has 
improved as a receiver and pass blocker. 


Corey Webster, LSU 

The key ingredients to a top-rated defense are dom- 
inating defensive linemen and lock-down cornerbacks. 
The Tigers lost All-SEC defensive tackle Chad Lavalais 
and defensive end Marquise Hill, but it would have 
been more difficult to replace Webster, who is physi- 
cal, fast and has great instincts. 


Antrel Rolle, Miami 

Rolle almost became the fourth Miami underclass- 
man to enter the NFL Draft. Barring an injury this sea- 
son, he should help the Hurricanes extend their streak 
of first-round picks to 11 consecutive years. 


Hello Again 
College football hasn't heard from these coaches in 
a while, but they'll be back on the sideline this season: 


Bobby Ross, Army 

Ross was always considered a demanding coach 
and disciplinarian, and he'll need to be a drill sergeant 
to turn around Army, which has won just five games 
over the past four seasons. Ross, 67, hasn't worked 
since resigning as coach of the Detroit Lions in 2000 
and hasn't coached a college team since leaving 
Georgia Tech in 1991. 


George O'Leary, UCF 

When O'Leary was forced to resign as Notre Dame's 
coach two years ago for lying on his résumé, many 
assumed his coaching career was over. But those 
close to O'Leary predicted he'd land on his feet, and 
here he is trying to turn around the Golden Knights. UCF 
finished 3-9 last season, its worst finish since 1984. 


Bill Callahan, Nebraska 

Callahan thought Oakland Raiders owner Al Davis 
was tough to please. Just wait until Callahan tries to 
install the West Coast offense in grounded Nebraska, 
where the Cornhuskers have never had a 300-yard 
passer in a game. Davis fired Callahan only a year after 
he led the Raiders to the Super Bowl. Nebraska is even 
more demanding. The Cornhuskers dumped Frank 
Solich — despite his more-than-respectable 9-3 
record in 2003. 


Galen Hall, Penn State 

Some Florida fans can't even remember that Hall 
was the Gators’ football coach before Steve Spurrier 
arrived in 1990. All Penn State fans know about their 
new offensive coordinator is that he played quarter- 
back for the Nittany Lions more than 40 years ago. The 
last 15 years have been a whirlwind for Hall, who 
coached in NFL Europe, the Arena League and the XFL.

Craig Bragg, UCLA 

It’s pretty tough to fly under the radar in Hollywood, but Bragg has 
very quietly been one of the game’s top receivers over the past few sea- 
sons. He caught 73 passes for 1,065 yards and five touchdowns in 2003, 
becoming the first Bruin to catch 50 or more passes in two different sea- 
sons. 


Kirk Morrison, San Diego State 

Morrison, a senior linebacker, is the best player on one of the nation’s 
most underrated defenses. He had 115 tackles and 3.5 sacks last season 
for the Aztecs, who finished eighth in the nation in total defense and 
allowed just over 17 points per game. Morrison is a sure tackler, is more 
than adequate in pass coverage and hits like another middle linebacker 
who used to play in San Diego, Junior Seau. 


Jovan Haye, Vanderbilt 

Even though Vanderbilt has seemingly taken out a mortgage on the 
SEC East cellar, the Commodores have produced a slew of NFL players, 
especially on defense. Haye, a junior end, could be the next pro from the 
Harvard of the South. He had 76 tackles and 8.5 sacks last season, and 
wreaked havoc in the Commodores’ losses to Georgia and TCU. 


Jamaal Brimmer, UNLV 
UNLY coach John Robinson has never been one to shower his play- 


ers with praise, so he raised a few eyebrows when he compared Brimmer 
to NFL Hall of Famer Ronnie Lott, whom Robinson coached at 
Southern California. While it is certainly too early to punch Brimmer’s 
ticket to Canton, he is one of the top safeties in college football. He's fast, 
physical and big and can take over a game from the secondary.

Brandon Jacobs and Terry Jackson 

Some Division I-A teams would be envious of I-AA power Southern 
Illinois’ starting backfield. The Salukis picked up two marquee tailback 
transfers this spring, Jacobs from Auburn and Jackson from Minnesota. 
Jackson was one of the Big Ten Conference's top runners two years ago, 
gaining 1,317 yards as a freshman in 2002 with the Gophers. But he fell 
behind Marion Barber and Laurence Maroney last season and ran only 
55 times before he was moved to wide receiver. Jacobs was Auburn's most 
imposing runner — 6'4" and 260 pounds — but he couldn’t unseat 
Carnell “Cadillac” Williams or Ronnie Brown for the starting job. 
Auburn wanted to move Jacobs to linebacker or safety, but he chose to 
join the Salukis instead. 


Derek Farmer 

Farmer was a potential star under former Texas A&M coach R.C. 
Slocum, but he fell out of favor in Aggie Land when Dennis Franchione 
took over. He rushed for 1,582 yards and 11 touchdowns in three sea- 
sons with the Aggies, but last season he ran only 82 times, 90 fewer than 
in 2002. Farmer will have one season of eligibility at Stephen F. Austin. 


Dustin Long 

Farmer wasn't the only disgruntled Aggie to leave College Station in 
the off-season. Long passed for over 2,500 yards in 2002 but was beaten 
out by Reggie McNeal last season. He transferred to Sam Houston State, 
where he'll compete with Oklahoma transfer Noah Allen for the 
Bearkats’ starting job this season. 


Ingle Martin 

Martin entered 2003 as Florida’s starting quarterback but eventually 
gave way to true freshman Chris Leak. Martin transferred to Division 
LAA power Furman after the season and went through spring practice 
with the Paladins, He is expected to be Furman’s starting quarterback 
this fall. 


Fabian Walker 

Rather than spend the final season of his career backing up Chris Rix, 
former Florida State Seminole Fabian Walker is taking his act to 
Division II Valdosta (Ga.) State. Walker made one career start in his FSU 
career — the 2003 Sugar Bowl loss to Georgia.

But the Cougs, an unknown quantity in late September, 
dismantled the Ducks en route to the most lopsided Pac-10 road win in 
school history. 


2 7. Ohio 28, UCF 0 — Oct. 11 at Ohio 


5. West Virginia 28, Virginia Tech 7 — Oct. 22 at WVU 
West Virginia entered the game with a 24 record with wins over East 
Carolina and Rutgers, while Virginia Tech was ranked third in the nation 
with a 6-0 record and had not scored fewer than 35 points in any game. 
The Hokies were outgained 426-to-211 and failed to score an offensive 
touchdown in a game that wasn't as close as the final score indicated. 


6. Georgia 16, UAB 13 — Oct. 25 at Georgia 
he Blazers, without standout quarterback Darrell Hackney, limped 
Sanford Stadium as a 30-point underdog to the fourth-ranked 
Bulldogs. But thanks to a stingy defense that limited Georgia to 337 total 
yards, UAB hung around to the final horn.

The Cardinals were 7—2 overall, 40 at home and had not scored fewer than

school’ first bowl game since 1971, dominated Louisville, handing the Cards 


their most lopsided home defeat since a 68-34 loss to Kentucky in 1998. 


9. UConn 51, Wake Forest 17 — Nov. 15 at Wake Forest 

A UConn victory wasn't the big surprise here; the margin of victory, 
however, was shocking. Earlier in the season, Wake Forest claimed wins 
over Boston College, North Carolina State and ( ‘lemson, but the Demon 
Deacons were no match for the Huskies, who played the final seven 
games without star tailback Terry Caulley. 


10. Clemson 39, Georgia Tech 3 — Sept. 20 at Ga. Tech 


The Georgia Tech defense had allowed a total of 17 points the previ- 


ous two weeks — three against Auburn and 14 against Florida Stace — 
but was torched at home by Clemson, a team that had been shutout in 
its only previous game against a BCS conference opponent.

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Ranking the New Coaches in 2003 
1. Steve Kragthorpe, Tulsa (8-5, 6-2 WAC) 


Kragthorpe inherited a program that had lost 21 of its previous 22 games and had not enjoyed a win- 
ning season in over a decade. The rebuilding job became even more difficult after spring practice when 
Tyler Gooch, the incumbent at quarterback, left the team and transferred to Oklahoma to play baseball. 
With James Kilian, a junior who had one career touchdown pass, running Kragthorpe’s wide-open attack, 
the Golden Hurricane rolled to a surprising 8-4 regular season and secured the school’s first bow! invita- 
tion since 1991. Tulsa's postseason didn’t go too well — a 52-10 loss to Georgia Tech in the Humanitarian 
Bowl — but Kragthorpe is to be commended for engineering college football’s biggest turnaround in 2003. 


2. Urban Meyer, Utah (10-2, 6-1 MWC) 


Meyer turned Bowling Green into a MAC power in just two seasons and worked his magic in Salt Lake 
City all. He guided a Utah program that had stagnated under former coach Ron McBride to a 10-2 
season and its first Mountain West Conference title. The Utes beat bitter rival BYU 3-0 in Provo, knocked 
off two Pac-10 teams that played in bowl games (Cal and Oregon) and ended the season with an impres- 
sive 17-0 win over Southern Miss in the Liberty Bowl. 


3. John L. Smith, Michigan State (8-5, 5-3 Big Ten) 

Smith added some much-needed stability to a program that had fallen on hard times. The Spartans’ 4-8 
record in 2002 — their worst since 1991 — included five losses by 21 points or more, But with Smith in 
charge (and a refocused Jeff Smoker back at quarterback), Michigan State emerged as one of the surprise 
teams in the first half of the 2003 season. The Spartans slid back to the Big Ten pack in the final month 
of the season and ended the year on a down note with a loss to Nebraska in the Alamo Bowl, but coaxing 
eight wins out of MSU was one of the best coaching jobs in the nation. 


4. Bill Doba, Washington State (10-3, 6-2 Pac-10) 
Washington State rewarded Doba for his service to the program (14 years as an assistany; nine as a defen- q 
sive coordinator), and Doba rewarded the school by proving to be a quality head coach and the right man 


for the post-Mike Price era at Wazzu. The Cougars, who finished the season ranked No. 9 in the Associated (QED LUTT Ta oops celebrated

5. Bobby Petrino, Louisville (9-4, 5-3 C-USA) 

Petrino cemented his reputation as one of the finest offensive minds in college football. The Cardinals 
increased their offensive production from 333.4 yards per game (97th in the nation) in 2002 to 488.9 yards 
per game (fifth) last season despite the loss of starting quarterback Dave Ragone (the three-time Conference 
USA Offensive Player of the Year), their top rusher and their top receiver. Louisville’s offense was aided by 
the return of four starters on the offensive line and the addition of Florida State transfer Eric Shelton, a for- 
mer high school All-American, but Petrino deserves a tremendous amount of credit for keeping the Cards 
among the elite teams in Conference USA. 


6. Gregg Brandon, Bowling Green (11-3, 7-1 MAC) 

Brandon, the Falcons’ offensive coordinator under Urban Meyer, was promoted to head coach when his 
boss moved on to Utah, The Bowling Green offense didn’t miss a beat. With the dynamic Josh Harris lead- 
ing the way, BGSU increased its offensive production by almost 50 yards per game. Those extra yards, how- 
ever, didn’t translate into more points; due to one of the nation’s worst turnover ratios, the Falcons scoring 
dropped from 40.8 points in 2002 to 33.6 in ’03. Still, Brandon & Co. won 11 games, including two vic- 
tories over Big Ten foes — at Purdue in early September and against Northwestern in the Motor City Bowl. 


7. Art Briles, Houston (7-6, 4-4 C-USA) 

Briles was hired away from Texas Tech to add some excitement to Cougar football — and that is exactly 
what he did. Briles turned his offense over to true freshman quarterback Kevin Kolb, who guided Houston 
toa 7-5 regular season and the school’s first bowl invitation since 1996, The Cougars, picked to finish 10th 
in the league by C-USA media, increased their scoring from 26,7 points per game in 2002 to 34.5 last fall. 
And the improvements — both in the offense and in the win column — didn't go unnoticed; the Cougars’ 
attendance increased by almost 6,000 fans per game in the first year of the Briles era. 


8. Joe Glenn, Wyoming (4-8, 2-5 MWC) 


Glenn won twice as many Mountain West Conference games (two) in his first season as previous coach Wegner aT ae) depleted 
Vic Koenning won in three years in Cheyenne. The Cowboys played well at home (3-3, two losses by nine [ROZE BERET ele bao 
)

Ranking the New Coaches in 2003 
9. Mike Riley, Oregon State (8-5, 4-4 Pac-10) 


Times have changed in Corvallis, where an eight-win season is no longer cause for celebration. With 15 
starters back, including All-America tailback Steven Jackson, the Beavers were expected to compete for the 
Pac-10 regular season title in Riley's return to Oregon State. And despite leading the league in total offense 
and total defense, OSU finished in a fifth-place tie at 4-4 with Washington and UCLA. The Beavers did 
close the season with a dominating win over New Mexico in the Las Vegas Bowl, but Oregon State should 
have been a better team in 2003. 


10. Karl Dorrell, UCLA (6-7, 4-4 Pac-10) 

Dorrell inherited a UCLA team with plenty of offensive talent, but the Bruins struggled to score points 
on their way to a disappointing 6-7 season. They ranked 110th in the nation in total offense and 100th 
in scoring offense and scored 14 points or fewer in six of their 13 games. The defense improved under 
Dorrell’s watch, but not nearly enough to overcome the offensive woes. With cross-town rival USC dom- 
inating on the field (and on the recruiting trail), it could be difficult for Dorrell and his staff to bring UCLA 
back to national prominence. 


11. Guy Morriss, Baylor (3-9, 1-7 Big 12) 

Morriss accepted one of the biggest challenges in college football when he left Kentucky for Baylor. And 
the Bears still have a very, very long way to go. The last year of the Kevin Steele era and the first year of the 
Morris era looked very similar. The records, both overall and Big 12, were the same, and the team statis- 
tics were equally scary both seasons. Two years ago, Baylor lost eight games to major conference opponents 
by an average of 40.5 points per game; last year, the number dropped to 36.3 points. Better — but still 
inexcusable. 


12. Mike Shula, Alabama (4-9, 2-6 SEC) 
‘True, Shula took over a very difficult situation, but Alabama did win 10 games in Dennis Franchione’s wee 
final season and returned seven starters on defense, three starters on the offensive line and an all-confer- : a 
ence-caliber tailback in Shaud Williams. The Tide played well against Oklahoma (a 20-13 loss in After inheriting a difficult situa- 
Tuscaloosa) but then lost at home to Northern Illinois ewo weeks later and never recovered. tion at Alabama, Shula was 


forced to hit the ground running. 
13. Brady Hoke, Ball State (4-8, 3-5 MAC) 


The first year of the Hoke era produced two fewer wins than the 2002 season, but the Cardinals’ sched- 
ule was more taxing in '03. Ball State faced Missouri, Pittsburgh and Boston College out of conference, 
and Miami (Ohio) replaced Buffalo on its league slate. The Cards’ defense made modest gains (405.3 yards 
allowed in 2002; 387.1 in 03), but not as much as they had hoped with seven seniors playing significant 
roles. 


14, Charlie Weatherbie, UL Monroe (1-11, 1-5 Sun Belt) 

The Indians were expected to be one of the worst Division I-A programs in the nation, and they didn’t 
disappoint. Weatherbie, the former coach at Utah State and Navy, didn't take over until after spring prac- 
tice, and despite the presence of 17 returning starters, UL-Monroe struggled mightily. The Indians went 
0-2 against I-AA competition and were outscored by an average score of 60.3-9.3 in their three games 
against major conference opponents. 


15. Rich Brooks, Kentucky (4-8, 1-7 SEC) 

Brooks failed to maintain the momentum created by the Cats’ 7-5 record in 2002, the final season of 
the Guy Morriss regime. Brooks did not have the services of Artose Pinner, the 2002 SEC Offensive Player 
of the Year, but the Cats did welcome back seven starters on offense, including four linemen and quarter- 
back Jared Lorenzen. UK limped to the finish line with four straight losses, including a discouraging 28-17 
defeat at Vanderbilt. 


16. Dennis Franchione, Texas A&M (4-8, 2-6 Big 12) 


Franchione’s maiden voyage in College Station will be remembered for one game — Oklahoma 77,

Florida coach Ron Zook has been under pressure since he arrived in Gainesville 
replacing the legendary Steve Spurrier. Finding a quarterback seemed paramount | 
since sterling play at the position was never a problem under Zook’s predecessor, 
Ingle Martin had some experience at the position, but had failed to impress the 
coaches or fans. Enter true freshman Chris Leak. After Leak made his share of 
freshman mistakes early, Zook made the good decision of sticking with him, which 
paid off as Leak led the Gators to five straight SEC wins beginning with a rousing 
upset at LSU, the Tigers’ only loss of the season.

On a September night in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, the Oklahoma Sooners knew the 
time was right for an upset. Oklahoma was ranked No. 1 and believed they could 
win a national title. But with less than five minutes remaining in the third quarter 
and leading Alabama 13-10, the Sooners faced a 4th-and-10 on their own 31-yard 
line. Coach Bob Stoops made one of the best decisions of the season by calling a 
fake punt. Noting a weakness in Bama’s punt coverage, co-defensive coordinator 
Mike Stoops said, “They had no prayer of stopping it if we got the look we 
wanted.” He was right. The play was good for 22 yards. Shell-shacked, the Crim- 
son Tide allowed a 47-yard touchdown pass to Brandon Jones on the next play, 
which secured the 20-13 victory for the Sooners, avoiding a costly upset.

In the fall of 2003 the USC Trojans were faced with the daunting task 
of replacing a Heisman Trophy winner at quarterback. Coach Pete 
Carroll had plenty of choices, and with the talent surrounding the 
quarterback, it seemed all he needed was an experienced signal- 
caller who wouldn't make mistakes. His options were plenty. Matt 
Cassel had served as Carson Palmer's backup the previous two sea- 
sons. Brandon Hance was a mature transfer from Purdue. And incom- 
ing freshman John David Booty was considered one of the top 
signees in the country. But sophomore Matt Leinart earned the 
coach's trust, and what a good decision that turned out to be. Leinart 
led the Trojans to a share of the national championship, earning MVP 
honors in the Rose Bowl.

Intense pressure, minimal job security, unrelenting scrutiny — what's not to love about being a head coach? 
Athlon caught up with 12 guys who actually enjoy life in the college football fishbowl, and we found them 
to be outspoken and passionate about the game, about their profession and about the kids they teach. 

We persuaded them to weigh in on topics as varied as fans on the field, Manning vs. Vick, DeBerry vs. 
Switzer, underclassmen leaving early, recruiting and Internet message boards. 


Carroll: Its a big jump into the NFL, not only football- 
wise, but all the other stuff. Underclassmen can handle 


the football side of it, the physical side. It’s the other stuff 


that’s hard. Juniors generally can deal with it. But for 
someone younger than that, it takes a special guy. 
Mangino: If they are ready to play in the NFL, yes. 
Tiller: Yes, after three years. 


Any specific rule changes by the NCAA, on the field 
or off, that you would like to see? 

Harris: The only on-the-field rule that I would like to 
see changed is being able to declare a tackle an eligible 
receiver by reporting like they do in the NFL. It’s very 
difficult to find tight end-type bodies. It is hard recruit- 
ing those guys and a lot of schools dont have them. 
Tiller: On the field, instant replay; off the field, restrict 
the number of summer camps a prospect can attend. 
Tedford: I'd like to see a “contact” period allowed in 
spring recruiting. I think people “bump” throughout 
the country, so you might as well make it legal. It 
would take all the sneaking out of it. 

Stoops: Eliminate all blocks to the back of legs by line- 
men and the 5-yard inadvertent face mask penalty. 


Who would you rather have, Peyton Manning or 
Michael Vick? 

Harris: 1 would love to try to coach Michael Vick. 1 
would love the challenge as a coach to try and develop 
an unbelievable talent with his arm, speed and athletic 
ability.

Rodriguez: Yes, I think I would be in favor of that. 

Johnson: If there was a fair system where every conference had a cham- 
pionship game or didn't have a championship game. Right now it’s 
unfair to those conferences that have a championship game. If everybody 
were equal that would be fair. 

Zook: | have mixed feelings on that. 

Tedford: No, because you don't play everybody in your conference, and 
there could be a scenario where one team doesn’t play another team and 
through tiebreakers, you don't win the conference. 

Coker: Yes, | think you should have to win your conference to play for 
the national title. 

Stoops: Yes, but we must first all crown our champions the same way. 


Do coaches pay attention to fan message boards? 

Rodriguez: don't. | hope not. Wow, the things you hear that get posted 
— it would drive you crazy to believe half of it. 

Tedford: What are fan message boards? 

Coker: Not very much. 

Richt: think one of the worst things a coach can do is to pay attention 
to the fan message boards unless he has really thick skin. 

Stoops: No! 

Carroll: Not really. Although some of our office workers check them out 
from time to time. From them, I've heard about some interesting things 
that have been on those message boards. 

Harris: No. First, we don't have enough time. Second, who is believable? 
Third, most people have no idea what this life is all about. 


What coach would you want your son to play for? 

Rodriguez: Me. Rhett’s already committed to the Mountaineers. 
Truthfully, there are very few that | wouldn't be comfortable with as 
Rhett’s coach. There are a whole lot of good coaches out there. 
Johnson: If he’s any good, me. 

Mangino: Bob Stoops (Oklahoma). 

Coker: Larry Kehres at Mount Union College. 

Stoops: His dad, of course. 

Tiller: Joe Paterno. 

Harris: Pete Carroll. He's great, he’s fun, he’s smart, he’s upbeat and effer- 
vescent. He's a guy who obviously knows how to coach. 


If you could choose two current head coaches to help you on offense 
and defense to win one game, who would they be? 

Tiller: Offense, Mike Belloti (Oregon) and defense, Mike Stoops (Arizona). 
O'Brien: Nick Saban (LSU) on defense and Frank Beamer (Virginia 
Tech) on special teams. 

Harris: On offense I'd like to have Jon Gruden (Tampa Bay Bucs). I think 
he is as good as there is in the game. On defense it would be Pete Carroll 
(USC), who is an outstanding defensive coach. Jon was my graduate 
assistant at Tennessee. I recruited Pete to the University of the Pacific and 
later coached with him with the New York Jets. 

Rodriguez: Tommy Bowden (Clemson) on offense and Bob Stoops 
(Oklahoma) or Nick Saban on defense. 

Johnson: On defense I would choose Nick Saban and Bob Stoops, and 
on offense I would choose Dan Hawkins (Boise State) and June Jones 
(Hawaii). 
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Tedford: Pete Carroll on defense. 1 think his players are very well- 
coached, and he uses multiple schemes and disguises that cause offenses 
a lot of problems. Mike Leach (Texas Tech) on offense. He puts a lot of 
pressure on the defense. 

Coker: 1 would choose Pete Carroll on defense and Bill Snyder (Kansas 
State) on offense. Pete Carroll has an NFL background and does a great 
job with his defenses, and Bill Snyder just seems to have a way of mov- 
ing the football and scoring points. 

Richt: Ralph Friedgen (Maryland) on offense, Bob Stoops on defense. I 
have had to compete against each of them and they are two of the best. 
Stoops: Mike Stoops on defense and Mark Mangino (Kansas) on offense 
because they helped OU win a National Championship in 2000 — 
they've already done it. 


Do you enjoy recruiting? 

Carroll: Recruiting might be the thing I enjoy most about college coach- 
ing. We get to compete head-to-head for the best players in the country. 
Tiller: Yes, for the first three months of it, but not the last two weeks. 
Harris: Yes. If you dontt enjoy recruiting then dont be a college coach. | 
enjoy meeting young people. I enjoy getting to know them, their families, 
friends and coaches. I enjoy seeing where they are from, the environments 
they grow up in, and that helps me during their career at Pittsburgh. 
Rodriguez:1 do. | like dealing with the players, meeting their families and 
their coaches. I don't like dealing with all the rumors and the Internet. 
Tedford: Yes, | really do. I enjoy interacting with the coaches and getting 
to know the young men and their parents. And I think the competitive 
part of recruiting is kind of fun. Recruiting is continual. You need to find 
something new to sell every day. 

Coker: Yes | do. At Miami, we have a great product to sell. 

Stoops: Yes. 


What are your biggest worries about recruiting? 

Meyer: Honesty. 

Rodriguez: There’s too much hype given to 17- and 18-year-olds before 
they're ready to handle it. 

Mangino: The amount of misinformation that is out there. 

Stoops: People that don’t understand the rules trying to help you recruit. 
Tiller: The “have” schools coming in at the last moment on recruits who 
have been committed to you. 

O'Brien: Negative recruiting. 

Harris: Evaluation. Are we evaluating players and talent correctly? Do we 
teally know who all the top players are and have a bead on them? Because 
we've had a player like Larry Fitzgerald, there may be some players out there 
who we have a chance with because Larry is their favorite player. Do we 
know about those types of opportunities? Are we taking advantage of them? 


Are recruiting rankings overblown? 

Johnson: Yes. 

Tedford: Yes. | think the kids that have the ability to go to combines seem 
to have a foot up on those who can't. We've got a kid we recruited this 
year who's one of the best at his position in the country, but he didn't get 
the exposure or publicity because he couldn't make the combines. 
Coker: Yes. When I was at Oklahoma State and we signed Barry Sanders 
he wasn't a top guy coming out of high school. If you look at our 2002 
national championship team, Bryant McKinnie, Clinton Portis and Ed 
Reed were all outstanding players, but they did not necessarily help our 
recruiting class rankings at the time they signed. 

Richt: think recruiting rankings are definitely overblown. I think it is excit- 
ing for fans to follow recruiting and to see where their teams get ranked, but 
it is so very difficult to tell how good a class is on the signing date. 

Harris: Just check the list of this season's USA Topay All-Americans four 
or five years from now. Compare it with the NFL Draft. There's your 
answer on how difficult it is to rank recruits and recruiting classes. 
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What's the first thing you tell a recruit about your program? 

Tedford: tell him about the camaraderie and togetherness of our team, 
and that we're rated the No. 1 public university in the country. 
Mangino: You have to go to class. 
Coker: | tell them about Miami's 
rate of our football student-athlet 
have either already graduated or are 
on schedule to do so by the end of 
the spring semester.

Rodriguez: Sure, if they've really learned the game and 
their coaching from a master coach, and if they've 
learned to try and understand things from a player's 
standpoint. 

Coker: 1 think it would be difficult. 

Richt:1 think it would be tough for someone who has 
never played the game to be a good coach, but by no 
means is it impossible. I think ifsomeone is motivated 
enough to learn the game without playing it and is a 
good teacher and motivator, he or she has a chance.

The Men 
of Troy, needless to say, were the overwhelming 
choice of the AP. 

Star performers such as Mike Williams, Keary 
Colbert and Kenechi Udeze have departed. But 
then again, last year Pete Carroll and staff had to 
replace ack terror of Sultan 
McCullough and Justin zas, two-time All- 
America safety Troy Polamalu and Heisman 
Trophy winner Carson Palmer, and their club 
only got better, 

Having never thrown a pass in a college game 
before, Matt Leinart posted a third-place finish 
nationally in f fficiency, tops among this sea- 
son’s return ckup QB John David Booty | 
holds the distinction of being the only player ever 
to see major college football action before his 
high school graduated, 

A pair of 2002 high school phenoms — Steve 
Smith and Whitney Lewis — got their feet wet as 
true freshman wideouts last fall, and 6'4", 215- 
pound Fred Davis, a 2003 high school All- 
American and early enrollee who went through 
spring practice with the team, completes a 
promising three-man rotation, Also at Leinart’s 
disposal is the tailback triumvirate of junior 
Hershel Dennis and sophomores LenDale White 
and Reggie Bush. Dennis was the season-long 
starter and White was the team’s leading rusher, 
but Bush is arguably the most dangerous weapon 
in the Trojans’ arsenal. Bush turned his speed and 
dizzying moves into averages of 5.8 yards on 90 
carries, 20.9 yards on 15 pass receptions and 27.3 
yards on 18 kickoff returns. All as a true freshman. 


There will be some new faces in the offensive 
line, but guard Fred Matua started eight 03 con- 
tests as a freshman, John Drake bounced between 
tackle and guard for seven starts, and Kyle 
' Williams has the potential to step in at left tackle 
with little-to-no drop-off, Junior college All- 
American Taitusi Lutui will dig in at right tackle. 
Seniors Shaun Cody and Mike Patterson 
would comprise the nation’s best defensive tackle 
tandem — both are coming off first-team All- 
Pac-10 campaigns — except that Cody will slide 
» over to end for 2004, He came to USC four years 
ago as the most highly regarded defensive end 
prospect in the nation before moving inside. 
Manuel Wright, who had worked his way into the 
tackle rotation by late season as a true fresh- 
man, moves into the lineup for '04, allowing 
Cody to shift over. 

Middle linebacker Lofa Tatupu led the Trojans 
in tackles last fall and intercepted four passes. Matt 
Grootegoed, a 2002 All-Pac-10 first-teamer, has 
reclaimed his strong-side linebacker job after fin- 
ishing last season on the shelf with a sprained ankle. 
Dallas Sartz, who started the six games in 
Grootegoed’s absence, is also back, and Florida 
import Keith Rivers was the nation’s most eagerly 
sought-after linebacker in the 2004 recruiting wars. 
The safety positions are in the proven hands of 
Jason Leach and Darnell Bing. Ronald Nunn, who 
returned an interception 57 yards for a touchdown 
at Washington, and sixth-year man Kevin Arbet get 
first crack at the corner assignments.

uring the 2003 regular season, before spraining his throwing hand in the Big 12 championship 

game, Heisman Trophy winner Jason White completed 65 percent of his passes for 3,446 yards 
and posted a 40-to-6 touchdown-to-interception margin. That’s right, 40-to-6. A healthy White 
means Oklahoma rolls, and the sixth-year man from Tuttle watched spring practice from the side- 
line to preserve his well-being for 2004. Backup Paul Thompson should be ready in a pinch after 
throwing for a pair of TDs and running for three more last fall. 

All-American Mark Clayton isn't the biggest or fastest receiver in the world, but he averaged 17.2 
yards on 83 receptions last season, scoring 15 times. Kejuan Jones put the punch in the Sooners’ 
running game last fall with 925 yards and 13 touchdowns, but returnee Donta Hickson, redshirt 
freshman Tashard Choice and prize recruit Adrian Peterson could crowd him out of some carries, 
Tackle Jammal Brown and center Vince Carter give an All-America look to a Sooner O-Line that 
returns en masse, two deep. 

‘Third-team AP All-Americans Dan Cody and Dusty Dvoracek are two of three returning defen- 
sive line starters. Between Lynn McGruder and Lawrence Dampeer, Tommie Harris won't be 
missed at left tackle as much as one would expect. Linebacker Lance Mitchell, who led the Sooners 
with 124 tackles in 2002, is back after missing most of last season with a knee injury. 

Strong safety Donte Nicholson, OU's top returning tackler; free safety Brodney Pool and his 
team-high seven interceptions; and cornerback Antonio Perkins all return to the secondary. Perkins 
ran back four punts for touchdowns last season, including an NCAA record three in one game, 
against UCLA. 

Oklahoma hasn't lost to Texas yet in this century. The Longhorns get their next shot at the 
Sooners in Dallas this Oct. 9. In mid-November OU will host Nebraska. 


Half a hundred Oklahoma scored more than 50 points on seven occasions last fall.

f there is one team capable of breaking into college football's ruling class this year, i's Georgia, 
with its All-American-studded defense and 10 returning starters on offense. 

Quarterback David Greene enters 2004, his fourth year at the controls, with over 9,000 career 
passing yards and 52 touchdown tosses. And with D.J. Shockley back after missing the second half 
of last season with a knee injury, Greene probably has the league’s best understudy. Senior wide 
receivers Fred Gibson and Reggie Brown rank ninth and 12th respectively on Georgia's career 
receptions chart with 203 combined catches. 

Kregg Lumpkin showed flashes of brilliance in his 523-yard, six-touchdown freshman campaign 
and has moved ahead of returning starter Michael Cooper into the lineup. Lumpkin is UGa’s next 
great back, and incoming freshman Thomas Brown could steal some carries as the season wears on. 
Last year’s offensive line was manned entirely by freshmen and sophomores, two-deep. Those grow- 
ing pains from 2003 will pay big dividends this year and next, with center Russ Tanner and tackle 
Max Jean-Gilles leading the charge. 

Defensive end David Pollack, linebacker Odell Thurman and safety Thomas Davis are All- 
Americans. Pollack has a nasty habit of shutting down opponents’ plays before they get started — 
he has notched 37 tackles for a loss and 21.5 sacks over the last two years. He also has four career 
interceptions and 16 pass breakups to his credit. Thurman registered 121 tackles last fall, 18.5 
behind the line, and returned one of his two interceptions 99 yards for a touchdown against 
Auburn, Davis led the team in tackles last fall with 138. 

The Bulldogs catch Tennessee at home on Oct. 9 and head to Jacksonville for the Florida game 
on Oct. 30. If all goes as expected, LSU will come up twice — during the regular season on Oct. 
2 and in the SEC championship game on Dec. 4. 


Closing in David Greene ranks second to former UGa quarterback Eric Zeier in almost all school 
career passing categories, and is within easy striking distance in all of them. 

Leading the league During the Mark Richt era (since 2001), Georgia has the SEC's highest winning 
percentage at .800 (32-8).

Sophomore Ryan Moore has as much raw talent as any wideout in the game. He led the 
team in receiving yards last year as a freshman, and coach Larry Coker can choose from 
such proven gamebreal s Roscoe Parrish and Devin Hester to position opposite Moore. 
Even with Kellen Winslow's departure, tight end is still a team strength with Kevin Everett 
starting and Notre Dame transfer Greg Olsen backing up. Eric Winston, the nation’s best 
left tackle, leads two other returning starters in the O-Line. 

The graduation of safety Sean Taylor is a blow, but when was the last time Miami was 
hurting for DBs? Antrel Rolle is one of the top two cornerbacks in the nation, Tackles Orien 
Harris and Santonio Thomas are 300-pounders plugging the middle up front, and new 
starting linebackers Tavares Gooden, Roger McIntosh and Leon Williams are fast and active. 

The 2004 season will start with a bang when Florida State comes calling on Labor Day. 
Clemson and Virginia Tech are also home games and Maryland is conspicuously absent 
from the slate.

Rav: Marshall has been coach Rich Rodriguez's starting quarterback for the last two 
years and has compiled 3,672 passing yards and 1,179 rushing yards. He broke Michael 
Vick’s Big East single-season quarterback rushing record two years ago, and last season he 
threw 15 touchdowns and ran for four more. Marshall can hurt opponents from inside or 
outside the pocket. 

Senior Kay-Jay Harris becomes the new feature back with the graduation of all-confer- 
ence tailback Quincy Wilson. In his first year out of junior college, Harris ran for 524 yards 
at 5.8 per carry. But Marshall's main weapon will be wide receiver Chris Henry, the 2003 
Big East Rookie of the Year. Henry averaged a whopping 24.5 yards on 41 catches, 10 for 
touchdowns. Second-leading receiver Miquelle Henderson, a three-year starter, is still 
around to draw some of the attention away from Henry. The offensive line returns intact, 
led by senior guard Jeff Berk and bolstered by tackle Tim Brown, who started for three 
years before missing last season with an injury. 

Another boost this year comes from free safety Jahmile Addae, who registered 99 tack- 
les, four interceptions and 16 pass breakups as a sophomore in 2002 only to watch from 
the sideline last year with a shoulder injury. Cornerback Adam “Pacman” Jones contributed 
four picks and 14 breakups last year. 

Most of the key performers from the defensive front are back, but All-America line- 
backer Grant Wiley is a major loss. The return of seniors Adam Lehnortt and Scott Gyorko 
at the other two linebacker spots softens the blow. The two combined for 258 tackles a year 
ago. 

After hosting Maryland and visiting Virginia Tech in the first half of the season, the 
Mountaineers should enjoy clear sailing through the Big East to a BCS bowl.

Dustin Fox tied for the team lead with three inter- 
ceptions and headlines the secondary corps from his cornerback spot. Trusty Mike Nugent 
returns for his senior year as placekicker.

Derrick Johnson enters his senior year with 328 tackles, includ- 
ing 46 for a loss of 128 yards, over his career. He has also inter- 
cepted eight passes. The Waco native has started every game the 
last two years and finished 2003 with 125 total tackles, including 
78 solos, and four interceptions. He ran back one of his picks 47 
yards for a touchdown against New Mexico State. He was a Butkus 
Award finalist, a unanimous All-Big 12 selection and a consensus All- 
American. 


6'0" 197 Senior 

Webster spent his first year at LSU as a wide receiver, catching 
seven passes in 12 games. In 2002 he moved to cornerback, and 
in his first season on the defensive side of the ball he intercepted 
seven passes. Last year, he intercepted seven more. His 14 picks 
over the last two years rank second on the school's career charts. 
Webster's 2003 worksheet also includes 36 solo tackles, 46 total, 
3.5 tackles for a loss and a sack, and he was second in the SEC

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come-from-behind win or long touchdown run. With anywhere 
from 50,000 to 100,000 fans cheering, players and coaches are 
inevitably motivated to run faster, hit harder and do whatever it 
takes to defend their home field. 

Since 1990, four schools have defended their home turf better 
than anyone else. This season, the Oklahoma Sooners will dig in 
to continue their impressive march under coach Bob Stoops. 


“Courage; Generosity; Fairness; Honor; In these are the true awards 
of manly sports.” These are the words inscribed on Memorial Stadium's 
northwest corner. Not only did Hall of Fame coach Tom Osborne fulfill 
these goals, but he also added a new award to the list, “Winning.” 

In the time between a 36-21 home loss to the Washington Huskies 
on Sept. 21, 1991 and 24 home loss to the Texas Longhorns on 
Nov, 2, 2002, Osborne and his successor, Frank Solich, combined to go 
73-1 at Memorial Stadium. Osborne carried a 42-game home win- 
streak between 1991 and 1997. During that stretch, the legendary coach 
had three undefeated national championship seasons (’94, ’95, °97). 

After Solich replaced Osborne in 1997, the Huskers went on to win 
seven straight before falling to Texas in 1998. After that, however, Solich 
started a new home win-streak of his own. He won 26-straight between 
1998 and 2002 before the Longhorns came to Memorial Stadium to end 
yet another Nebraska home win-streak. 


1990-1999 Florida Gators 
“The Swamp” Ben Hill Griffin Stadium at Florida Field — Gainesville, Fla. 
57—4 overall (33-2 vs. SEC) during the 1990s 
31 straight home wins from ‘94-99 (ended by Alabama, 40-39 in OT, Oct. 2, 1999)

For Gators fans and Gainesville natives, the 1990s will forever be 
remembered as a decade of home-field domination. “The Swamp” was 
the territory of everyone's favorite “ole ball coach,” Steve Spurrier, and his 
“Fun ‘n’ Gun” offensive attack. The Gators lost only four times there 
during the °90s: twice to eventual National Champion Florida State 
(33-21 in 1993 and 30-23 in 1999), once to Auburn (36-33 in 1994), 
and once to Alabama (40-39 in overtime in 1999), The losses to Auburn 
and Alabama were the only two SEC losses suffered at “The Swamp” 
during a decade that saw Spurrier’s Gators win five SEC Championships, 
including four in a row from 1993-96.

mary objective of college football strength coaches who 
help build championship teams and develop All- 
America players. 

In fact, you can read all about it in the pages of this maga- 
zine. If you think about it, have you ever heard a team claim to 
be smaller, slower and weaker than it was the year before? 

“Players that used to be 210 are now 240, guys that used to be 
240 are now 270 and ones that used to be 270 are now 310,” says 
Jim Lathrop, strength and conditioning coordinator at Purdue. 
“And with the increased size, comes strength and speed.” 

From West Lafayette to Waco, and Baton Rouge to Boca 
Raton, strength coaches combine age-old common sense with 
new-age science to mold young men into elite athletes. But the 
task is arduous. Years can pass before February's prized recruits 
are prepared for the rigors of an afternoon of college football. 

“We don't get a lot of guys who come to us ready to compete 
in the Big Ten right out of the box,” says Lathrop. “It’s a process 
and it’s difficult to do.” 

Among other tasks, the process includes weight training, 
speed and agility training, conditioning, diet, discipline and 
strict compliance with rules regarding substances that are either 
banned or restricted by the NCAA. Having evolved over time, 
the NCAA mandates are designed to protect the health of ath-

letes, and to prevent them from acquiring an artificial compet- 
itive advantage through the use of performance-enhancing 
drugs or substances. 

The strength coach, in cooperation with the training and 
medical staffs, monitors and supervises the aforementioned 
activities. The job can be dicey since human resources vary from 
school-to-school, and no staff, regardless of its size, can monitor 
the activities of some 100 college athletes over the course of a 
typical day. 

Under the direction of Tom Moffitt, LSU employs six full- 
time strength coaches, three graduate assistants and five interns 
who oversee all varsity sports. Each staff member is responsible 
for at least two sports, but all 14 work with the Tigers’ national 
champion football team. On the other hand, Florida Adiantic, 
which is in the process of moving from I-AA to I-A, has only 
two strength coaches who work with football. 

“What really affects performance is what (the players) do 
during the time they're outside our supervision,” says FAU assis- 
tant strength and conditioning coach Joe Corozza. 

“Nutrition is really common sense but some kids coming out 
of high school have never had a performance diet before and, 
frankly, in some cases they haven't had access to so much qual- 
ity food before. So there’s an education process and discipline 
that go along with establishing proper dietary habits.” 


| 
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LSU’s training table is outsourced to a private firm. “The only time 
we control what the guys eat is when we're on the road,” says Moffitt. 
“We counsel them about proper diet. Basically, we tell them not to eat at 
any place where there is a drive-thru window and to eat food that’s as 
close to its natural form as possible.” 

‘Typically, skill position players will consume more than 3,000 calories 
per day while some linemen who are in the process of adding weight 
might require nearly 7,000 calories per day. 

At Baylor, strength coach John Williams sub- 
scribes to the “old school” approach. “Our kids get 
three square meals plus a couple of snacks, and by ad 
snacks I mean fruits and raw vegetables,” he said. 
“If an athlete needs additional calories, he gets 
them from the same sources.” 

To one degree or another, practically every 
school utilizes supplements to help players recover 
from competition and workouts, and to help fill in 
the gaps if they are not consuming enough calories 
or specific nutrients at the training table. 

Supplements — which generally come in the 
form of shakes, snack bars, beverages and multi- 
vitamins — are often mass-marketed and available 
at major grocery stores and health food stores, 
such as GNC. Some are designed to promote 
weight gain while others provide additional pro- 
tein and carbohydrates, 

“Our supplemental program is a joint venture 
with the training staff,” says Purdue's Lathrop. “I 
tell them whether a guy needs to gain or lose 
weight and they handle the distribution. We use 
meal supplements, high weight gain supplements 
and carb supplements. 

“Electrolyte drinks and carb drinks are available 
before and after practice. We also go back-and- 
forth between products depending on the flavor so 
the kids have some variety.” 

But Williams is quick to point out that supple- 
ments have a very specific role in the overall 
strength program. 

“Supplements are just that; they do not replace 
the main meals,” he says, “I'm nota big advocate of 
them. They're not regulated by the FDA and you 
dont want your kids putting something in their bod- 
ies without knowing what the long-term effects are.” 

Williams does keep an assortment of supple- 
mental products in stock, including a liquid mul- 
tivitamin that each player receives prior to each 
practice, It’s a one-ounce dose, taken straight up. 

However, supplements are a tricky component 
of the training regimen that coaches monitor 
closely, While there is no restriction on carbs, NCAA rules limit protein 
content of supplemental products to 30 percent. When new products are 
considered, it is customary for the strength coach to report them to his 
school’s compliance officer who in turn seeks approval from the NCAA. 

In addition, coaches advise players to consume only supplements that 
are distributed by their universities, as a number of products available 
through retail outlets contain substances banned by the NCAA. 

The actual process of gaining strength takes place in weight rooms 
across the country where athletes power clean, squat and bench press 
year-round. But there are different objectives at different times of the 
year and separate programs for in-season and off-season training. 

In most cases, head coaches and position coaches will tell the strength 
and conditioning staff what they want from each individual player. This 
involves some give-and-take between the two sides, but ultimately it is 
up to the athlete to execute the work required to reach their goals.

At Florida Atlantic, Corozza says that coach Howard Schnellenberger 
“is demanding but not unrealistic. If a receiver is 175 and he wants him 
at 195, we'll work toward that goal. But if he can't hold the weight or 
improve his performance, we won't pursue it. We want to make sure that 
there is strength gain along with the weight gain. He also likes lean line- 
men. We have a couple of 300-pounders but most are about 280.” 

Time management is critical since NCAA rules limit teams to 20 
hours of practice per week and one day off. Purdue coach Joe Tiller sends 
his entire travel squad to Lathrop for two hours 
each week and all others for three hours. 

“In the off-season, our concentration is on 
developing stronger, more powerful, more explo- 
sive athletes,” says Lathrop. “In season the focus 
is on putting the product on the field, but we 
still put an emphasis on maintaining strength. 

“We lift on Sunday as a means of getting back 
and moving around. Weight training increases 
blood flow and gets nutrients to the muscles 
being worked. In games, when the adrenaline is 
flowing, an injury won't always present itself. Ic’s 
often more noticeable the day after.” 

While LSU and Baylor currently reside on 
opposite ends of the competitive spectrum, 
Moffitt and Williams do have similar philoso- 
phies when it comes to strength training, as both 
make a concerted effort to increase strength and 
speed during the season, 

“We push the envelope and we're very aggres- 
sive,” says Moffitt. “Last year we had several 
players set personal records during the week of 
our last (regular season) game. 

“Teall starts with (coach) Nick Saban. He's the 
commissioner, owner and general manager. He 
tells me what we can and cannot do, Basically, 
we train hard, but we train smart.” 

Williams had been on the staff for just a few 
months when Baylor hired Guy Morriss as head 
coach. But the two saw eye-to-eye from the start. 
“We have a common philosophy which is hard 
work,” says Williams. 

“During the season we cut back on volume. We 
do enough to keep healthy but we still try to make 
steady gains. Out of season, we increase the vol- 
ume and work on agility and speed development.” 

To a man, Lathrop, Corozza, Moffitt and 
Williams expressed “zero tolerance” policies 
regarding the use of anabolic steroids such as 
androstenedione and noradrostenedione. Each 
school provides drug and alcohol education for 
its athletes, with LSU's being the most compre-

hensive and specialized. 

“As far as performance enhancement drugs, we have no tolerance,” 
says Corozza. “It’s not part of what we do.” 

Lathrop takes a particularly harsh stance against alcohol. “It’s a real 
drawback on development if someone drinks a lot,” he says. “Generally 
speaking, the kids adhere to what we tell them, but it’s hard to be 100 per- 
cent, especially with alcohol since it’s so prevalent on college campuses.” 

Williams and Moffitt discuss drug issues with their players on a personal 
level. “We have a Peer Intervention Group and a full-time psychologist, 
but I talk to them like they're a brother or a son,” says Moffitt. “We don't 
have a problem here. It’s something that coach Saban takes seriously.” 

“Anybody can put together a program but the players have to trust 
you and they have to know you have their best interest at heart,” says 
Williams. “If they trust you, they will come to you if there is a problem. 
They have to know that you care about them beyond football.” 
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ule No. 1 when predicting the Big Ten football

He rushed for 130 yards or more in four of Min- 
nesota’s final five games, including a 131-yard, 15-carry 
effort in a Sun Bowl victory over Oregon.

A Family Affair 


After seeing his program investigated for alleged recruit- 
ing violations, and in light of the ongoing scandal at Col- 
orado, Iowa coach Kirk Ferentz would like to see recruiting 
become a family affair. 


Ferentz wants a rule change that would allow for a par- 
ent or guardian to accompany their son on a recruiting trip 
without having to pay for the cost of transportation. Fer- 
entz said cutting the number of official visits from five to 
four or three would be a way to pay for the increase in travel 
expense, “I think it would be real advantageous if a parent 
could go,” Ferentz says. “I know as a parent that I would 
want to go with my son or daughter if they were a student- 
athlete.” 


Renovations 

Nearly every Big Ten schools has gone through some 
kind of stadium renovation during the past five years. 

Towa became the latest to join the arms race when the 
state Board of Regents in March approved a project that will 
cost just under $90 million. Wisconsin also has launched a 
massive renovation project while Purdue just recently spent 
around $70 million to upgrade Ross-Ade Stadium.

This season, the Big Ten will experiment with instant replay on a limited basis for 
the first time. Rulings on fumbles, ball placements and other possession-related mat- 
ters may be overturned, but not penalties. 

Unlike the NFL, however, reviews will not be initiated by coaches. An extra offi- 
cial will follow the action on a TV monitor in a booth above the field. The extra offi- 
cial will notify the crew chief to temporarily halt play when calls are being reviewed.

Mark Dantonio wont have to wait long to face his former school. 

Dantonio, 48, was hired in late December as the new head coach at Cincinnati. 
The Bearcats will play their Big Ten opener at Ohio State, where Dantonio served 
as defensive coordinator under Jim Tressel for the past three seasons.

Going into his eighth season at Illinois, 
the offensive-minded Turner has defense 
on the brain.

His Illini were 
among the worst in the country last season 
at stopping the other team. Illinois fin- 
ished 92nd in total defense, 98th in scor- 
ing defense, 111th in rushing defense and 
117th in turnovers gained. Two years 
removed from a Big Ten title, the defensive 
collapse meant a fall to 1-11 and questions 
about Turner's ability to win again.

A RECEIVER AHEAD OF HIS TIME.

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n 1984, Illinois’ David Williams became just the second receiver in 

NCAA Division I-A history to catch more than 100 passes in a sea- 

son. And the first from one of the current BCS conferences. Only 
Tulsa's Howard Twilley, a future member of the Miami Dolphins’ unde- 
feated Super Bowl champions, had more catches than Williams’ 101. 
Twilley caught a ridiculous 134 in 1965. 

Williams helped set a standard that 20 others have followed. Only one 
player in Big Ten history (Purdue's Chris Daniels with 109 in 1999) has 
had more catches in a season. 

The numbers could have been so much greater. But the Illinois 
offense wasn’t all Williams. The team had a 1,000-yard rusher, Thomas 
Rooks, It had two other receivers with 40- 


and decent speed, but he remembers Illinois linebackers running him 
down in practice. However, when the games started and Jack Trudeau 
dropped back to pass, Williams found a holes Again and again and again. 
He still holds the Illinois single-game record with 16 catches against 
Purdue, and he had at least 10 receptions in five games during the his- 
toric season. 

“I had two and three guys covering me every time, every game,” 
Williams says. “You never knew if | was going to catch 10 balls or four 
balls. We knew I had to make some plays.” 

As a freshman, Williams remembers watching Michigan’s Anthony 
Carter and being in awe. He wanted other players to look at him the 
same way, And it happened.

Put Williams in Joe Tiller’s offense today 
and the numbers might have been the 
receiver version of Nolan Ryan's seven no- 
hitters, 

“Purdue threw the ball 77 times,” 
Williams says. “How many times a game did 
we throw? I would have been up near 200.” 

“If he was at Texas Tech, he might have 
caught 300,” current Illinois coach Ron 
Turner says. 
But the century mark didn’t matter to 
Williams, then or now. Currently a steel 
salesman living in Southern California, 
Williams cares most about the team’s record. 
The Illini enjoyed a 23-11-1 record during 
Williams’ career, including an unprece- 
dented 9-0 run against the Big Ten in 1983. 

Of course, he remembers catch No. 100, 
which came in the 1984 season finale 
against Indiana. He needed nine going into 
the game. 

“The other team knows what's going on, 
too,” Williams says. “Now, I've got four or 
five guys covering me with no defensive 
responsibilities, just trying to knock the crap 
out of me so I don’t catch the ball. 

“Tt was always, ‘We're going to win first. 
When we're winning, then we'te going to make sure you get your 
catches.’ That game, I started lining up at tight end and running back.” 

Catching passes only made Williams happy if it meant helping his 
team. 

“You couldn't beat Ohio State throwing the ball 77 times,” Williams 
says. “Imagine if we threw the ball 77 times, imagine the pounding | 
would have taken. I took enough pounding as it was.” 

No surprise that the individuality of today’s receivers bothers 
Williams. Plenty. 

Pull a Sharpie out of your sock and you draw the wrath of the former 
great. Go ahead and grab a cell phone after a touchdown, but stay away 
from Williams. 

“I would never do anything to embarrass my team,” Williams says. “I 
would never do anything off the field where my teammates wouldn't be 
proud of me. Spin the ball or spike the ball, yeah. But pull a Sharpie out 
or get a cell phone, that’s ignorant. That's no class. You're representing 
your organization as trash.” 

Williams likes Sharpie fanatic Terrell Owens on the field. But he 
wishes the newest Philadelphia Eagle would lose the schtick. Don’t dance 
with the cheerleaders. Don’t dance on the Dallas Cowboys star. Just play 
football. 

“Terrell Owens is probably the most talented guy in the NFL, but his 
head ...” Williams says. “Him and Randy Moss, they are freaks of 
nature.” 

At Illinois, Williams was no freak of nature. He had good size (6'3")

Put Williams in one of today’s offenses, and 200 
catches might have been within his grasp. 


“Td walk out and they'd go, “There he 
is,” Williams says. “I’m leading the nation 
in receiving. You know it’s coming, you 
just don’t know when it’s coming. 
Sometimes, I used to feel guilty when I got 
more balls than other peop! 

Williams realized early in his football 
life that he was no good without the rest of 
the Illini. Starting at the top with coach 
Mike White. 

“Mike White put that confidence in 
you,” Williams says. “He had me believing 
we had the best system, the best quarter- 
back, the best line — you're the best receiver, 
this is the best play. Now, go execute.” 

Football was never as good for Willi 
after 
and recent College Football Hall of Fame 
nominee spent two seasons in the NFL. A 
third-round pick of the Chicago Bears in 
1986, Williams failed to make the team. 
He played a season in Tampa Bay and a 
second with the Los Angeles Raiders. 

“I walked into a Super Bow! situation 
(at Chicago) where you've got a million 
egos,” Williams says. “I was better than 
everybody they had. I think being a local 
guy, that hurt me. I had more press than a 
lot of guys on the team who just went to the Super Bowl. I had a coach 
come up and say something smart to me and I think I said something 
smart back. I shouldn't have done it.” 

Williams found a second career in the CFL, spending seven seasons 
with five different teams. The league MVP after leading British 
Columbia to the Grey Cup as a rookie, Williams is still tied for sixth on 
the league's all-time touchdown reception list. 

Despite his success in Canada, taking another shot at the NFL wasn't 
in Williams’ plans. “I just played,” Williams says. “It was never about the 
money for me. I loved playing football.” 

A torn Achilles’ tendon ended his career in Canada. He tried coach- 
ing, working with receivers at Idaho State in 1997. His goal at the time 
was to return to his alma mater. 

“1 wanted to be the first black head coach at Illinois,” Williams says. 
“Then, I wanted to stay there and coach there until I was old and retired 
and just play golf all the time.” 

He stays involved with Illinois, attending at least one game per season 
and visiting in the spring for reunions. But his only official involvement 
with football is as a scout for the CFL. 

Two decades later, Williams is able to enjoy his record season, though 
he didn’t think about it much at the time. 

“You don't know you're making history when you're making history,” 
Williams says. “Then, you're like, ‘I just had nine catches against 
Michigan. If I don’t show up next week, I’m going to get my teeth 
knocked out against Ohio State.”

“It’s certainly a welcome change,” 
DiNardo says. “We've established our 
depth, and it helps us with our day-to- 
day operations like practicing. Now, of 
course, the challenge is to minimize the 
attrition and replace players as they grad- 
uate with other good players.” 

A pair of undermanned seasons didn’t 
yield the results DiNardo demands, but 
he admits the tribulations weren't without 
their benefits. The predicament provided 
the Hoosiers with a seasoned roster of 
young talent. 

‘I don't know if there is anything more 
valuable than game experience,” DiNardo 
says. “We have a lot of game experience 
on our team. As young as they may have 
been when they played, I certainly think 
that it will serve us well down the road.” 


Quarterbacks 

Perhaps no Hoosier’s performance will 
be more scrutinized this season than Matt 
LoVecchio’s. After transferring from 
Notre Dame, his debut was one of 
Indiana football’s most highly anticipated 
events in 2003. 
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LoVecchio completed better than 50 
percent of his passes and minimized his 
interceptions with nine. But now those 
inside the program are elevating their 
expectations for LoVecchio’s final colle- 
giate season. “Matt is a fifth-year senior 
and obviously every good team has good 
quarterback play,” DiNardo says. “So, we 
expect a lot from Matt based on the expe- 
rience he’s had starting in a lot of games.” 

What DiNardo expects is a viable pass- 
ing attack to balance the offense. The 
Hoosiers’ dink-and-dunk approach didn’t 
scare anyone. Indiana needs LoVecchio to 
go down the field with more success, 
stretching defenses and creating opportu- 
nities for receivers to catch shorter passes 
in space. 

LoVecchio and his primary backup, 
sophomore Graeme McFarland, must 
mount a significant threat through the 
air. If not, DiNardo fears the entire 


room and feels it will result in more bro- 
ken tackles. Green-Ellis already combines 
a great initial burst, enough speed to rip 
off big gains and a motor that never stops 
regardless of quarter or number of carries. 
Now, he's added power. 

Green-Ellis won't need to go it alone. 
Chris Taylor and Yamar Washington, 
who is back from a torn ACL, give the 
Hoosiers two more weapons. Redshirt 
freshman Kenni Burns could provide a 
fourth option.

Gerry DiNardo continues to face an uphill battle for in-state prospects, as Purdue con- 
trols the native talent pool. But, DiNardo still got his man in 2004 — all-state quarterback 
Mike Viahogeorge. Billed as the Hoosiers’ future under center, Viahogeorge is a proto- 
typical, pro-style passer with great size and arm strength. 

DiNardo added five more Indiana preps but ventured beyond the state’s borders to 
grab some more offensive standouts. The Hoosiers swiped two of Michigan's top 
receivers — James Bailey and Isaac Price. They also signed Jim Jadron, Illinois’ finest 
offensive lineman, Ohio's Greg Brown and DeWayne Roland, another Michigan stand- 
out, to protect Viahogeorge. On the flipside, DiNardo wants opposing passers under 
duress and supersized the defensive front by inking Jersey's Kenny Love Jr., a top 60 
defensive tackle nationally. Junior college linebacker Paul Szczesny turned heads this 
spring, and DiNardo loves what he sees in cornerback Rayshaun Calhoun.

wrong in each of the past three sea- 

sons, the Iowa football team will 
try to prove them right in 2004. Some 
believe that lowa might have the best shot 
to compete with Michigan and Ohio 
State for the Big Ten title. 

lowa has won 21-of-26 games — 
including an impressive 37-17 rout of 
Florida in the Outback Bowl — and 
there is reason to believe that more victo- 
ries are coming. Seven starters return 
from one of the top defenses in the coun- 
try, the offensive line is experienced and 
the coaching staff returns intact. 

Kirk Ferentz has lifted the program to 
the point where it seems to reload instead 
of rebuild. And while the schedule is chal- 
lenging, it could be a lot worse. Ohio State, 
Michigan State, Purdue and Wisconsin will 
play at Kinnick Stadium, where Iowa is 
13-1 over the past two seasons, 

“I'm real confident that if we take the 
proper steps and don’t have too many 
unforeseen things take place, we feel like 
we're going to have a good football team,” 
Ferentz says. “But we've got a lot of work 
to do between now and then.” 


Quarterbacks 

For the first time since 1999, Iowa will 
not have a senior start the season at quar- 
terback, The Hawkeyes thrived behind a 
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string of one-hit wonders that featured 
seniors Nathan Chandler last season, Brad 
Banks in 2002 and Kyle McCann in 2001. 

Now comes a youth movement as 
sophomores Drew Tate, Jason Manson 
and Cy Phillips will compete with red- 
shirt freshman Eric McCollom for the 
starting position. Tate, who is the all-time 
leading passer in Texas high school his- 
tory, has the edge at this point after sery- 
ing as Chandler's backup last season. 
Manson and McCollom both are athletic 
and have styles that are similar to that of 
Banks, the runner-up for the 2002 
Heisman Trophy. Phillips is about six 
inches taller than the other three quarter- 
backs and is more of a pocket passer. 

“T think it’s going to be real interesting 
to see how that whole thing develops,” 
Ferentz says. “I'd make a prediction that 
we'll go into August ... where we're not 
quite sure how it’s going to shake out.” 


Running Backs 

Academics, injuries and Fred Russell 
have kept Jermelle Lewis from fulfilling 
his vast potential, But that will change 
this season when Lewis finally becomes 
the featured back. 

Lewis rushed for 709 yards while play- 
ing behind Russell as a sophomore in 
2002. They were expected to form a 
potent one-two punch last season until

Lewis suffered a knee injury that caused 
him to miss the first seven games. 

Lewis now is healthy and eager to show 
why his teammates gave him the nickname 
“Skills.” He runs with more power than 
Russell and he is just as fast, if not faster. 

There is plenty of talent looking up at 
Lewis on the depth chart, including red- 
shirt freshman Albert Young and junior 
Marcus Schnoor. Nebraska transfer 
Marques Simmons also could figure in 
the mix.

After the season is over, 
I don’t want to look back and say ‘I could have run a little harder on this 
play’ or ‘I could have blocked this guy on this play’ or ‘I could have given 
a little more in this game.’ I want to be able to say I left it all on the field. 


You received some public criticism from your coach, Lloyd Carr, early 
last season. Do you plan to fly under the radar as a senior? 

Definitely. 1 want everything to be positive. I want everything to be 
moving forward, not backward, not standing still. But being in a situa- 
tion like this and wearing a number (1) like this, it’s never just going to 
be all positive. My job is to just always stay calm, always stay cool and 
always do what I know I should do. 


Other than wide receiver, what position do you respect the most? 

I love safeties, They're like the quarterbacks of the defense. They have to 
watch the whole play, they call out the checks. They have to come down 
full speed on running backs and sometimes, running backs are coming full 
speed at them. They have to make that contact, they have to make that hit. 
That’ a position I used to play in high school, so I love safeties. 


Who is the best player in your conference? 
Thave to go with (Michigan defensive back) Marlin Jackson and The 
Trio — Braylon, Jason and Steve. 


Why did you sign with Michigan? 

The tradition and the respect for the players even after their careers are 
over, what a degree from here means. There's so much more than foot- 
ball. The friendships and alliances you can make while you're here — 
meeting older guys that have been here that can say ‘After football, come 
talk to me and my company. I have a billion dollar a year company.’ 
Making those friendships and being in this environment. There's noth- 
ing better than Ann Arbor. 


Could you have been a college basketball player? 
Definitely. I could have been a hustle man, getting the rebounds and 
steals and passing the ball to the guards, like a short Ben Wallace. 


As an athlete, do you feel a part of the student body or do football 
players feel like a separate entity? 

Separate entities. A lot of students see us as exceptions to the rule. 
They feel as though we're given certain things. They feel like we don’t 
have to work as hard as they do, so a lot of times they're envious of us. 


What would be your dream job? 
My dream job would be to make money while I was sleeping. 


What hobbies do you have? 
I'm a student of movies. I can recite lines from a lot of movies. I like 
going bowling and golfing, too. Those are fun sports for me.

Asad Abdul-Khaliq wasn't embraced 
by Minnesota fans, but he finished his 
career as the school record-holder in total 
offense and touchdown passes. 

His successor likely won't be deter- 
mined until fall camp, but it will almost 
certainly be either Bryan Cupito or 
Adam Ernst. Cupito, a redshirt sopho- 
more, enters fall camp with more experi- 
ence, and the Gophers coaches like his 
accuracy. 

But if they were truly sold on giving 
Cupito the keys to the offense, why did 
Mason and his staff work so hard at land- 
ing Ernst, a strong-armed junior college 
transfer who began his collegiate career at 
California? 

Mason wants to be realistic in his 
expectations. Whoever wins the derby 
doesnt have to throw for 250 or 300 
yards per game for the Gophers to win. 
But he does have to be effective in what 
Mason calls a “gimme” passing attack, 
meaning he has to make good throws and 
take advantage of mismatches when 
teams line up to stop the run. 

“The bad news is that there's not a lot 
of experience,” Mason says. “The good 
news is that they've got an awfully good 
supporting cast. If I had my druthers I'd 
rather have that than have an outstand- 
ing, experienced quarterback with an 


returning someplace like El 
Paso or Nashville.

This is how good the Gophers 
running attack has become: Terry 
Jackson, a 1,000-yard rusher two 
seasons ago, couldn’t get on the 
field. Not ahead of Barber and 
Maroney, a duo who combined to gain 
2,317 yards last season. Jackson left the 
program after the 2003 season and trans- 
ferred to Division I-AA Southern Illinois. 

The two backs, who seem to get along 
despite having to share the ball, comple- 
ment each other well, Barber, a junior, is 
more of a power runner who carries 
defenders with him. Maroney, a sopho- 
more who went from likely redshirt to 
significant contributor in his first season, 
is explosive and can turn a small hole into 
a 40-yard touchdown run, “We're a run- 
ning team so you need multiple running, 
backs,” Maroney says. “Me and Marion 
want the same thing, We want to win.” 

Mason has indicated that the running 
game may be tweaked this season. What 
does that mean? It probably means that 
Barber and Maroney will spend more 
time on the field together. 

Redshirt freshman Justin Valentine is 
the most likely candidate to replace 
underrated fullback Thomas Tapeh. 


Keys to Contending in the Big Ten 


There is nothing more important for the Gophers than finding 
a quarterback who can run the offense. It doesn’t really matter

“Barber and Maroney, they make you look 
so much better than you are,” says Gopher cen- 
ter and All-American candidate Greg Eslinger. 
“T miss my share of blocks, but they sometimes 
make fools of the opposition.” 

Maroney doesn't buy it. “I don't care how 
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good a running back is, 
they're nothing without a 
line,” he says. “I think 
they're the best in the coun- 
try. They're fast, they block, 
they have the heart of lions 
and they wont quit.” 

And this group is also 
experienced. Led — by 
Eslinger, the Gophers 
return four starters.

Wildcats’ punter but added placekicking duties 
when Slade Larscheid injured his hip at mid- 
eason, Huffman hit 5-of-7 field goals in the 
second half of the season but saw his punting 
drop off.

Outside the Huddle

J hat do you do when you lose 13 

starters, a Ray Guy Award-win- 

ning punter and several mem- 
bers of your staff, including a highly 
regarded defensive coordinator? You 
panic, of course, unless you area program 
like Ohio State. 

“IT don't think much is different,” 
defensive end Simon Fraser says. “I mean, 
we've got a young team but we've gota lot 
of talent.”

When he was a quarterback at 
Penn State in the late 1950s and early 
‘60s, Paterno was merely an assistant 
coach with the program.

hrough his first 34 years as head coach at Penn State, Joe Paterno 

and the university kept a tight lid on the details of his contract. 

That changed in January 2000, when the school issued a press 
release saying the legendary coach had been re-upped for five years. 

The most important reason for the break with tradition was to show 
recruits that Paterno would be around for the duration of their careers. 
Penn State was also in the middle of a billion-dollar fundraising drive 
and in the process of expanding Beaver Stadium, and as the school’s best 
pitchman, Paterno was needed to help sweet-talk donors and sell seats. 

At the time, however, nobody realized the potential downside of the 
announcement. And that is hitting now, because 2004 marks the final 
year of Paterno’s deal and everyone knows it. As of the spring, with the 
Nittany Lions in a slump featuring three losing campaigns in the last four 
seasons, the university had yet to announce another extension for the 77- 
year-old coach. For the first time since beginning his career with a 5-5 
mark in 1966, Paterno may not control his own future at Penn State. 

“T don’t think it is necessary for me to worry about that,” he says. “I 
would like to coach at least three more years. ... | have told kids when 
we are recruiting that I want to have another really good football team 
before I get out of this thing.” 

“He said he was staying for sure for my class,” says Jed Hill, an incom- 
ing freshman tight end from Struthers, Ohio. “Hopefully, that means all 
four years, | would love to be coached by him.” 

Paterno’s status is she burning issue in what has become a frustrated 
Nittany nation, with fans falling into either the Joe-Must-Go or Joe- 
Must-Stay camps. The former has become louder than ever as the pro- 
gram has floundered. Meanwhile, the dichards in the latter are not nearly 
as vociferous in their defense of Paterno as they've been in the past, no 
doubt realizing the end — whenever it may hit — is creeping closer. 

As for the players, they insist the matter is a non-issue within the pro- 
gram. “We don't really have any control over that whatsoever,” sopho- 
more linebacker BranDon Snow says. “We're all under the assumption 
that he’s going to be here.” 

Adds junior guard Tyler Reed: “We have no indication that he’s retiring 
any time soon or anything like that. That's how Coach Paterno does things. 
I think he’s going to be around for a while, and we'll be happy to have him.” 

Other programs are pointing to Paterno’s unclear status and his advanced 
age when recruiting against the Nittany Lions. Critics point to PSU's poor 
performance the last few years and say the talent has fallen off. Supporters 
point to Paterno’s most recent class, which includes the best linebacker 
(Dan Connor) and one of the two best quarterbacks (Anthony Morelli) 
from Pennsylvania, as proof the old coach can still charm prospects. 

Having no clear successor to the throne is being used against the Lions 
as well. Offensive coordinator Fran Ganter was long thought to be the 
logical replacement, but he was bumped into an assistant athletic direc- 
tor’s post in an off-season shuffle. His replacement, Galen Hall, is 63. 

High school kids read message boards. And they listen to the oppos- 
ing recruiters who bash Penn State. 

“The only thing that bothers me is when you hear people talking 
about it that really have no clue about anything,” says Matt Hahn, a run- 
ning back who signed with Penn State in February. “As far as me worry- 
ing about it, I really can't because it’s something I have no control over.” 

As spunky as ever at practice and as adversarial as ever at press con- 
ferences, Paterno hardly looks the part of a lame-duck coach. 

“As old as he is, he's still passionate about it,” Snow says. “Obviously, 
he’s not in it for the money, because I’m pretty sure the man is taken care 
of. I think for him right now, it’s about returning the program to where 
it was and going out on top. 

“I like Coach Paterno, I really do,” Snow adds. “I can’t see myself play- 
ing for anybody else.”

All eyes will be on that defense again in 
2004. Not because it will be the team’s 
strength, but because the ‘D’ will be the 
Old Gold and Black’s Achilles’ heel and 
holds the key to whether Purdue makes 
its eighth consecutive bow! appearance. 

The Boilermakers must replace eight 
defensive starters from last year’s team that 
finished 9-4 overall, 6-2 in the Big Ten 
(tied for second) and played in their third 
New Year's Day bowl in the last five years. 

“We're going to have to score more 
points (than last year),” says Joe Tiller, the 
second-winningest head coach in Purdue 
history (55-32 in seven seasons). “But 
don't misunderstand me, we're not going 
to have to average 50 points to win.” 

Purdue's offense may be as good as it 
ever has been under Tiller. Eight starters 
are back, and it should be one of the 
toughest units to stop in the Big Ten. 


Quarterbacks 

How good is quarterback Kyle 
Orton? He's arguably the Big 
Ten’s best signal-caller, a candi- 
date for the Davey O’Brien and 
Johnny Unitas awards. One NFL 
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for 6,247 yards and 32 touchdowns, 
completing 58.1 percent of his passes. 
Brandon Kirsch is a very capable 
backup and would likely start at most Big, 
Ten schools. He redshirted last season 
after throwing eight touchdown passe: 
and completing 59 percent of his passes 
for 1,067 yards as a freshman in 2002. 


Running Backs 

There is a bevy of experienced players 
in the Boilermaker backfield. 

Last year, Jerod Void clearly established 
himselfas Purdue's top back, rushing for 13 
touchdowns, one shy of the school single- 
season record.

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cott Starks, entering his fourth sea- 

son as a starting cornerback for the 

University of Wisconsin, wants to 
change his view of the Big Ten 
Conference. He'd like to see it from the 
top down, thank you. 

“I want (us) to be a great team,” says 
Starks, one of 15 returning starters from a 
team that finished 44 in the league and 
7-6 overall last season. “I don't want to be 
a mediocre, middle-of-the-pack team. I 
want to be right up there with Michigan 
and Ohio State. I know it can happen.” 

UW hasn't won a Big Ten title since 99, 
two seasons before Starks arrived. Since 
2000, the Badgers have gone just 13-19 in 
conference play and haven't finished 
higher than fifth. A year ago, UW suffered 
three of its four Big Ten losses in the final 
30 seconds and finished tied for eighth. 

“That's one thing we'll have to learn,” 
UW head coach Barry Alvarez says of his 
team’s inability to close out tight games. 
“When you have momentum and you 
have a chance to win the ball game, you 
have to make the play.” 


Quarterbacks 

There is no question sophomore John 
Stocco is the clear choice to start. However, 
there is also no question this is the least 
experienced position on the team. 

Stocco rode the bench for the first 10 


games last season and finished the season 
with 17 pass attempts. He is mobile 
enough to avoid getting killed in the 
pocket, possesses a major-league fastball 
and has started to blossom as a leader. 
Throughout the spring he was consis- 
tently accurate on short and intermediate 
throws but struggled to get in syne with 
his receivers on deep throws. 

The UW coaches spent the entire 
spring force-feeding redshirt freshman 
Tyler Donovan to be the No. 2 quarter- 
back. Donovan has a live arm and quick 
feet but is too raw for extended duty. He 
will have to show more in pre-season 
camp to beat out senior Matt Schabert 
for the No. 2 job. The Badgers needs 
Stocco to stay healthy. 


Running Backs 

Despite having an All-America candi- 
date (senior Anthony Davis) and two 
dependable backups (sophomore Booker 
Stanley and junior Dwayne Smith) at tail- 
back, the position holds more questions 
than answers. Will Davis, who missed 
five full games and part of four others 
because of persistent ankle problems, stay 
healthy this season? Will Smith, who was 
charged with second-degree sexual assault 
in the off-season, be on the team? 

Davis, who rushed for 3,021 yards and 
24 touchdowns in his first two seasons, 


holds the key. He is faster, quicker and 
more explosive than Smith or Stanley and 
is a threat to go the distance on any play. 


Receivers 

Lee Evans is off to the NFL, Who will 
fill his role as the team’s go-to receiver? 
The obvious candidate is Brandon 
Williams, who has 101 catches for 1,312 
yards in two seasons and wants the ball in 
his hands in crucial situations. Williams 
will need help, though. He is dangerous 
on short and intermediate routes but has 
only four touchdown catches in two sea- 
sons and isn’t a classic deep threat. 

In order for this unit to be a consistent 
threat, Darrin Charles, Jonathan Orr, 
Brandon White and Owen Daniels must 
put up solid numbers. Charles has been 
slowed by injury at times but averaged 
15.5 yards per catch in 2003 and can pre- 
sent match-up problems because of his 
6'6" frame. Daniels, converted to tight 
end from quarterback before last season, 
can beat linebackers and safeties. He has 
just scratched the surface of his potential. 

Orr, who has been timed at 4.35 sec- 
onds in the 40-yard dash, must regain the 
form he showed in 2002 when Evans was 
out. That season, Orr had 47 catches, a 
17.9-yard average and eight touchdowns. 
Last season, Orr became more of a blocker 
and finished with just seven catches. 


Keys to a Big Ten Title 

If senior tailback Anthony Davis remains healthy, the Badgers 
could contend for their first Big Ten title since 1999. If the ankle 

injuries that sidelined Davis for five full games and parts of four 

others in 2003 resurface, forget any title talk. Booker Stanley and 

Dwayne Smith are dependable backups, but Davis is an All- 

America candidate and a threat to score every time he touches 

the ball. A healthy Davis will force defenses to commit more 


defenders near the line of 
scrimmage, which will open 
the passing game and take 
pressure off quarterback 
John Stocco. First-year 
defensive coordinator Bret 
Bielema has talent along the 
line and in the secondary. 
He must find four or five 
dependable players for the 
three linebacker spots.

Although all five starters return, the line 
should have a different look. Expect sopho- 
more Joe Thomas to take over at left tackle for 
senior Morgan Davis, who will switch to right 
tackle. Thomas is light at 283 pounds but is an 
outstanding athlete who could be the team's 
best pass-blocking tackle in a decade. 


NUMBERS GAME 


Senior tailback Anthony 
Davis was limited to 116 car- 
ries last season because of 
injuries to both ankles. Davis aver- 
aged 296 carries and 1,511 yards 
per season in his first two seasons. 


The interior of the line, led by junior center 
Donovan Raiola, should return intact. Raiola is 
a fiery leader who brings a refreshing attitude to 
the line.

Linebackers

scheme. Projected starters Mark Zalewski 
(strong side) and Elliot Goode (middle), who 
combined for two starts last season, saw their 
progress in the spring stymied by injury. 
Watkins and sophomore Reggie Cribbs, who 
took over for Goode in the middle during the 
spring, both flow to the ball well, a trait Bielema 
covets in his linebackers. But this unit might 
remain unsettled until the Big Ten opener. 


Defensive Backs 


The most significant off-season develop- 
ment was the retention of secondary coach Ron 
Lee, who enters his second season at UW. 
When Lee arrived last season, he became the 
Badgers’ fourth secondary coach in five years. 

UW could have its deepest group in many 
seasons. Starks is underappreciated at one cor- 
ner; junior Brett Bell looked solid at the other 
corner for three games until he suffered a sea- 
son-ending shoulder injury. Junior Levonne 
Rowan has tremendous physical talent but 
must work on his mental toughness. 

Senior Jim Leonhard, with 18 interceptions 
in two seasons as a starter, is a playmaker at free 
safety; senior Robert Brooks provides more 
range at strong safety than his predecessor. Lee 
has promising backups for both safety spots.

Specialists 

Inconsistency has plagued Wisconsin's spe- 
cial teams, particularly the kickers, beginning 
with the 2001 season, and it remains unclear 
whether this season will bring any significant 
change. 

The good news is that Leonhard is a sure- 
handed, dangerous punt-returner, and senior 
Mike Allen made 75 percent of his field goals 
last season. The bad news is that a hip injury 
limited Allen to just 12 attempts, and he 
doesn't possess an overpowering leg. Look for 
freshman Taylor Mehlhaff to handle kickoffs 
and long field goals. 

Punter R.J. Morse must sharpen his game. 
He had almost as many touchbacks (11) as 
punts downed inside the 20-yard line (15).

weigh us down,” Pruett deadpans, referring to champi- 
onship rings and trophies. 

For the first time since joining the Mid-American Conference 
in 1997, the Thundering Herd is coming off a season in which 
it didn’t win at least a division title. Marshall figures to build on 
last year's 84 record, however, and contend again as it enters its 
final season in the MAC before bolting for Conference USA. 

“We have a strong group returning,” Pruett says. “We have a 
chance to be a very good football team.” 

The schedule is rugged, with non-conference games at Ohio 
State and Georgia. 


Quarterbacks 


A huge reason for optimism is the return of senior quarterback 
Stan Hill, who starred through six games last season before a torn 
knee ligament ended his season. Hill completed 133-of-191 pass- 
es for 1,767 yards and 15 touchdowns, with seven interceptions, 
before going down. His 165.93 passer rating would have ranked 
second in the nation had he played enough to qualify. 

Hill is capably backed by senior Graham Gochneaur, who 
helped Marshall to victories in six of its last seven games. 


Running Backs 

Senior Earl Charles rushed for 1,039 yards and 12 touch- 
downs a year ago and might be the best running back in the 
league. A sound receiver who combines power and speed, 
Charles helped Marshall lead the league in rushing a year ago. 
Depth is a concern, with sophomore Tank Tunstalle and fresh- 
man Marcus Fitzgerald, the brother of Heisman Trophy finalist 
Larry Fitzgerald, backing up Charles.

Senior Josh Davis is one of the nation’s top returning 
receivers. “Josh is a special player,” Pruett says of Davis, who 
caught 66 passes for 823 yards and six touchdowns in 2003. “He 
has size, hands and speed. He's everything you'd want, but we 
need to find some people to complement him.” 

Behind Davis, Marshall’s receiving corps is thinner than usual. 
Junior college transfer Mandell Smith will compete with sopho- 
more Hiram Moore, seniors Brad Bates and Tremel Guillory and 
juniors Nate Manns and Wilbur Hargrove for playing time. 
Hargrove is intriguing because of his sub-4.4 speed. 


Offensive Linemen 

Just two starters return. Nate Griffin, an NFL prospect, moves 
from right tackle to left tackle. Toby Bullock, a junior, is back 
and has moved to right guard.

Brooks Rossman, ranked the No. 28 placekicker in the nation by Rivals.com, will have 
an opportunity to win the job in preseason camp.

As for the running 
game, the Knights averaged only 97.9 yards rushing, 13th in the 
MAC. A rough core is in place, headed by center Cedric Gagne-

the Broncos suffered four losses by a combined 15 points 
en route to a 4-8 season. Last year, WMU finished 5-7, but the 
margin in its losses was more profound. Now the Broncos must 
face a 2004 schedule that includes road games at Illinois and 
Virginia Tech and MAC games against Bowling Green, Toledo, 
Miami and Marshall. Oh, by the way, WMU lost its top two 
fensive players, one to the NFL Draft, it’s pwo veteran quar- 
terbacks, and a former 1,000-yard rusher. 

Gary Darnell’s Broncos have been known for their wide-open 
passing attack, but the veteran coach has promised a more bal- 
anced offense this fall. 

“People who watch us expect a big play every down, but we 
can't afford to be that greedy,” Darnell says. “We will be pushing 
back to our more traditional balance of 50-50 between the pass 
and rush.”

last fall about the school’s impend- 

ing move to the Big East 
Conference than football coach Rick 
Minter. At last, he would be able to go 
into a recruit’s home and sell the idea of 
playing in a BCS conference. But Minter, 
who was fired after a 5-7 season, will not 
reap those Big East benefits after all. 

Athletic director Bob Goin decided a 
fresh face was needed to lead the program 
into a promising new era. “The stakes are 
higher,” Goin says. “There's no question 
about that.” 

To find that fresh face, Goin looked 100 
miles up the road to Ohio State and hired 
Buckeyes’ defensive coordinator Mark 
Dantonio to prepare the Cincinnati pro- 
gram for its 2005 debut in the Big East. 

But first there’s one more season to 
play in Conference USA, Dantonio and 
his staff inherit a team that returns 17 
starters, including quarterback Gino 
Guidugli, already the most prolific passer 
in the school’s history, and running back 
Richard Hall, an Ohio State transfer. 


Quarterbacks 

Guidugli returns to run the offense for 
the fourth straight year. Known for his 
fourth-quarter comebacks, he’s a capable 
scrambler who often ran out of the shot- 
gun formation under Minter, He'll still 


operate out of the gun occasionally but 
will more often function as a traditional 
drop-back passer. 

Guidugli is looking forward to run- 
ning a new offense under offensive coor- 
dinator Don Treadwell. “Tight ends are 
getting used a whole lot more,” Guidugli 
says, “The backs are getting used out of 
the backfield. The ball’s getting out of my 
hands a lot quicker. I think it’s going to 
help me as a quarterback.” 

Last year, Guidugli was backed up pri- 
marily by George Murray Il, a former 
high school quarterback who was initially 
converted to wide receiver at Cincinnati. 
Murray was shifted to quarterback when 
Guidugli was either hurt or in situations 
where Minter wanted more of an option 
look with a running quarterback. 

Dantonio plans to use Murray at quar- 
terback in certain situations, too, but 
might also wants to begin to plan for the 
post-Guidugli era by playing either red- 
shirt freshman Todd Spitzer or incoming 
freshman Dustin Grutza. 


Running Backs 


Hall is the entrenched starter, but the 
Bearcats have depth at this position with 
junior Carl Jones and sophomore Derrick 
Eddington, both of whom averaged 5.0 
yards per carry in limited action last year. 

Hall, who left Wyoming High School 


in Cincinnati as the fourth-leading rush- 
er in Ohio football history, has the ability 
to become a premier runner if he can stay 
healthy. He had four 100-yard rushing 
games last year, including a 161-yard 
effort against Miami (Ohio). Jones, who 
played wide receiver and defensive back 
during his first two seasons at Cincinnati, 
was moved back to his natural position of 
running back last year and was the 
Bearcats’ leading rusher over the last five 
games of the season. 
The fullback position is wide open. 


Receivers 

This was one of the biggest problem 
areas for Cincinnati last season. The 
receivers had a difficult time getting 
open, and they often dropped passes 
when they did elude defenders. Murray 
was the best of the lot, with 30 catches for 
270 yards, but he failed to catch a touch- 
down pass. Expect him to play a more 
significant role this year. 

“He's too good of a football player to 
stand over there and hold my hand,” 
Dantonio says. 

Junior Derick Ross (29 catches, 483 
yards) also returns, along with sophomore 
Bill Poland. Sophomore Mike Daniels, a 
5'7" speedster, caught seven passes for 
126 yards and one touchdown.

Linebackers 

Seniors Jamar Enzor, Tyjuan Hagler and 
Jason Russell form the heart of the Cincinnati 
defense. Enzor was the Bearcats’ Most Valuable 
Player last year with 137 tackles in the middle. 
Hagler will start for the third straight year at 
outside linebacker and Russell will start for the 
second straight year. All three are quick and 
excellent in pursuit. 

There’s enough quality depth at this position 
that Dantonio is looking for ways to get some 
of the backups on the field at other positions. 
Dominic Ross, in particular, could find himself 
shifted to the secondary to take advantage of 
his athleticism and bolster an area where the 
Bearcats are shorthanded. 


Defensive Backs 

Doug Monaghan, a four-year starter, is solid 
and reliable at strong safety. Daven Holly, a sec- 
ond-team all-conference selection at corner- 
back, runs a 4.39 40, making him one of the 
fastest players on the team. He intercepted six 
passes in 2003, But the Bearcats must find 
replacements for Zach Norton, a three-year 
starter at cornerback, and Franklin Callicott, 
who started last year at free safety. 

JaJuan Hall is the likely starter at free safety 
after playing in 11 games there last year as a 
backup. Tedric Harwell began last season as a 
running back but was switched to defense,

where he saw some playing time at corner. 
None of the other defensive backfield candi- 
dates saw extensive playing time last year. 


Specialists 

Chet Ervin handled both punting and long 
field goal duties last year, with walk-on Chris 
Manfredini coming on for short field goals and 
extra points. Both return this year. 

Special teams is an area of concern for 
Dantonio, “That's where you win ot lose a lot of 
close games,” he says. “We've got to solidify that 
part of our game and make it more consistent.” 

The Bearcats have no established return 
threat, although this is one area where Daniels 
could be utilized. He returned three kickoffs 
last year for an average of 25.3 yards. 


Goodbye C-USA The Bearcats are 
looking forward to their move to the 
Big East, but their stay in Conference 
USA has been productive. During 
their eight years in the league, they 
have played in four bowl games, end- 
ing a 46-year bow! drought in 1997 
with an appearance in the inaugural 
Humanitarian Bowl. When _ they 
shared the Conference USA champi- 
onship with TCU in 2002, it was their 
first conference championship since 
they won the Missouri Valley 
Conference title in 1964. 


Early test Mark Dantonio’s first game 
will be on Sept. 4 against his mentor, 
Jim Tressel, and Ohio State in 
Columbus. As AD Bob Goin says, 
“He's going to know their personnel, 
but he's not going to have their per- 
sonnel.” The last time Cincinnati 
played Ohio State, two dropped pass- 
es in the end zone cost the Bearcats 
an upset that would have kept the 
Buckeyes from winning the 2002 
national championship. 


Joining the enemy The Cincinnati-

Quarterbacks 

This is Brady Quinn's offense. The 
uncertainty of last season, when Quinn

Despite the problems that resulted

from an inexperienced and injured offen- 
sive line, Quinn was able to display 
flashes of what he can become.

Rhema 
McKnight caught 47 passes for 600 yards and 
three touchdowns last season, and Maurice 
Stovall caught 22 for 421 yards and three 
touchdowns. 


Offensive Linemen 

The hope is that one of the trouble spots of 
the '03 season can follow a pattern of past suc- 
cess. The frustration of the 1997 season led to 
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the maturity of the 1998 
group that beat defending 
national champion 
Michigan. The attrition 
problems of 1999 led to the 
growth of the 2000 line 
that took the Irish to a 
nine-victory season. 

Inexperience and injury 
have turned into an oppor- 
tunity to develop a cohe- 
sive unit. Bob Morton, 
who started 11 games last 
season, moves from center 
to guard for 2004. The 
highly recruited John 
Sullivan, who did not play 
last year, will move in at 
center. Guards Mark 
LeVoir and Dan Stevenson 
return, but LeVoir jumps 
over to right tackle. 
Sophomore Ryan Harris, a 
starter for the last eight games of the season at 
right tackle, is now at left tackle. Center Zach 
Giles, guard Jamie Ryan and tackle Brian 
Mattes, who was converted from the defensive 
line, could emerge.

Defensive Linemen 

This group will have to excel to bring force- 
fulness back to the defense. Defensive end 
Justin Tuck set a school record last season with 
13.5 sacks but injured his knee on the Carrier 
Dome turf in the finale and missed spring prac- 
tice. Fifth-year senior Kyle Budinscak has 
grown into a reliable member of the unit but 
also spent the spring nursing a knee. Victor 
Abiamiri could become a force at the end posi- 
tion this season. 

Fifth-year senior Greg Pauly is the leader 
among the tackles and Derek Landri should get 
a chance to meet the high expectations that 
began with his arrival on campus. Trevor Laws, 
who did not play last season, could make an 
important contribution. 


Linebackers 

Fifth-year senior Mike Goolsby ranked third 
on the team with 75 tackles in 2002 and led the 
Irish with 13 tackles for a loss, but he missed 
the 03 season because of a shoulder injury he 
suffered in the Gator Bowl. His successful 
return at inside linebacker is essential for a 
group that is seeking to establish an identity. 

Junior Brandon Hoyte returns from a sea- 
son in which he recorded 74 tackles. Derek 
Curry, a two-year starter, will lead the outside 
linebackers. 
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Trevor Laws did not play last season, but the 2002 first-team USA Topay All- 
America selection will have the chance to make his mark at defensive 
tackle. His path was blocked last year by the presence of Cedric Hilliard 
and Greg Pauly, but Hilliard’s departure gives Laws an opportunity this fall. 


Defensive Backs 

An inexperienced group could determine the 
extent of the progress the Irish will make this 
season. Cornerbacks Dwight Ellick and 
Preston Jackson were part-time starters a year 
ago who will be asked to take on larger roles 
this fall. Quentin Burrell is the most experi- 
enced among the safeties. Free safety Tom 
Zbikowski, a high-profile recruit, could make 
strides this season. 


Specialists 

DJ. Fitzpatrick has already earned his place 
in the hearts of the faithful, after his game-end- 
ing field goal preserved a four-decade winning 
streak over the school Lou Holtz referred to as 
the University of Navy. 

The unidentified leg injury to former kicker 
and punter Nicholas Setta gave Fitzpatrick a 
chance to gain experience. He could handle 
both jobs, but Geoffrey Price will be given an 
opportunity to be the punter.

Winning the close ones Tyrone 
Willingham’s two-year Notre Dame 
record in games decided by eight 
points or less: 9-3. 


Outranked During the last seven sea- 
sons, the Irish have had a winning 
record against ranked opponents in 
just one season— the 4-2 mark in 
2002, Willingham’s first season. 


Un-Notre Dame-like Until 2003, Notre 
Dame hadn't been shut out by more 
than 30 points twice in the same sea- 
son since 1904. Over a span of seven 
quarters at home in 2003 the Irish 
were outscored 68-0. 


Breaking new ground Notre Dame has 
now endured a third losing season in 
five years for the first time in school 
history. 


Young and restless Brady Quinn was 
one of six true freshmen in the nation 
to start at quarterback last season, 
and his total of nine starts was 
exceeded by just two others, Reggie 
Ball of Georgia Tech and Kevin Kolb 
of Houston. Florida's Chris Leak also 
started nine times. 


Still No. 1? Notre Dame’s longtime 
status as the nation's winningest pro- 
gram is on shaky ground.

Husbands and wives, retirees and younger alums, for- 
mer players and current players’ parents — it’s a diverse crowd brought 
together by a love for Wildcat football and the RV lifestyle. 

While the Road Cats partake in many of the events RV tailgaters 
enjoy in stadium parking lots across the nation — Friday karaoke 
nights, all-night bull sessions, the traditional burning of the opposing 
team’s stuffed mascot, a little beer drinking — this group sets itself apart 
by giving more than just vocal support for their favorite team. 

Club president Pete Owens, a former SEC referee, says he is most proud 
that his tight-knit group raises money each year to award a scholarship to 
a member of the UK athletic support staff, such as a student trainer or team 
manager. What began as a modest $500 scholarship has now grown to a 
$3,000 grant, a gesture that is much-appreciated by students who work as 
hard as the players but typically receive little recognition. 

“The scholarship, the camaraderie with the club members, this 
whole thing is just a lot of fun,” says Owens. “Traveling in an RV 
exposes you to all the different people who participate in college foot- 
ball, from the fans to the players to the students. It’s a great lifestyle.”
